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ABSTRACT 

The paper deals with changes in names of several plants, consequent either on the 
strict application of the current ICBN (1978) or due to a changed concept of taxa or both. 
These have been critically evaluated from published literature consulted during general studies 
on the Flora of India. 


During the course of general studies on 
the Flora of Indian subcontinent and parti¬ 
cularly of N. E. India and Andaman & Ni¬ 
cobar Islands, it was noticed that by the 
strict application of the Rules in the Inter¬ 
national Code of Botanical Nomenclature 
(1978) and also due to recent changed con¬ 
cepts of genera, several names now common¬ 
ly used for plants of India and adjacent 
countries need to be changed. The follow- 
Jng new combinations and nev names pre¬ 
pared and assembled during such studies, 
are presented below family-wise.
